In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
hereby directed to notify the inhabitants of Precinct 1 of the 
said Town of Walpole, qualified to vote in elections, to meet in 
the Town Hall, in said Walpole, and the Inhabitants of Precinct 
2, of the said Town of Walpole, qualified to vote in elections, 
to meet in the East Walpole Fire Station, in East Walpole, in 
said Town, and the inhabitants of Precinct 3 of the said Town 
of Walpole, qualified to vote in elections, to meet in the Com- 
munity House, in South Walpole, in said Town, on 


MONDAY, THE THIRD DAY OF MARCH, 1924, AT SIX 
O’CLOCK IN THE FORENOON, 


to bring in their votes for the following officers, to wit: 


Three Selectmen, who shall also be Overseers of the Poor; one 
Town Clerk; one Town Treasurer; one Collector of Taxes; one 
Tree Warden; three Constables; one Moderator; five members 
of the Town Planning Board; all for one year; one Assessor of 
Taxes; one Park Commissioner; one member of the Board of 
Health; two members of the School Committee; two members 
of the Public Library Trustees; one Water Commissioner, all 
for three years; one member of the Board of Health, for two years, 
to fill vacancy; one member of Assessor of Taxes, for one year, 
to fill vacancy; one member of the School Committee, for one year, 
to fill vacancy.

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DOG LICENSE ACCOUNT 
General Laws, Chapter 140. 


Section 137. The owner or keeper of a dog which is three months 
old or over shall annually, on or before March thirty-first, cause 
it to be registered, numbered, described and licensed for one year 
from the first day of April following. 


The owner-or keeper of a licensed dog shall cause it to wear 
around its neck a collar distinctly marked with its OWNER’S 
NAME and its REGISTERED NUMBER. 


Section 138. The owner or keeper of a dog may at any time 
have it licensed until the first day of April following, and a per- 
son who becomes the owner or keeper of a dog after April first, 
which is not duly licensed, and the owner or keeper of a dog which 
becomes three months old after March thirty-first in any year, 
shall, when it is three months old cause it to be registered, num- 
bered, described, licensed and collared as required by the preced- 
ing section.

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REPORT OF SELECTMEN AND OVERSEERS OF 
THE POOR 


To the Citizens of Walpole; 


The Selectmen and Overseers of the Poor present herein their 
Annual Report for 1924, which includes the reports of the other 
Town Officers both appointive and elective. | 


The financial condition of the town remains about the same 
as last year. In our opinion the bonded debt is too great, and 
this should be reduced each year until it reaches an amount in 
proportion to the valuation of the Town. In order to do this, 
the Financial Committee should be very careful in recommend- 
ing appropriations that require the expenditure of money to 
be raised by notes, and the voters should, furthermore, be care- 
ful in voting for unnecessary appropriations. By carefully at- 
tending to this, our interest rate can be materially reduced in 
the next few years, and this will, of course, reduce the tax rate, 
and work for the good of all. 


During the year 1924, notes of the Town amounting to $50,919.08 
were paid, this amount including $9,000 on Water Loans, which 
were paid from receipts of the Water Department. 


In accordance with the votes of the Town, the following loans 
were issued in 1924:

The Town’s indebtedness on December 31, 1924 is $337,500.00, 
a decrease of $33,419.08 since a year ago. 


Our Town Treasurer, Mr. Harry A. Whiting, has performed his 
duties with wonderful efficiency, and we cannot refrain from 
commending him for his work. 


Our Tax Collector, Mr. William F. Riordan, has performed 
the duties of his office in a commendable manner, and our out- 
standing taxes, since he has been collector, have materially de- 
creased each year. 


At the beginning of the year, it was the duty of the Selectmen 
to appoint a Town Accountant, and Miss Katherine J. Higgins 
was reappointed. It is almost unnecessary to say that her work 
has been highly satisfactory. The report of the Bureau of Sta-

tistics, who audits our books, which will be appended to this re- 
port, speaks highly of the efficiency of our EOS and book- 
keeping system. 


Mr. Harry L. Howard has again faithfully served the town as 
Town Clerk but unfortunately was afflicted with ill health during 
a portion of the past year, which has been sincerely regretted by 
his associates in Town office. It is our earnest wish that Mr. 
Howard will have a speedy return to his former health and to his 
place in town affairs. 


The streets, under the supervision of Mr. Allston F. Hart, show 
a marked improvement over former years, inasmuch as consider- 
able new and permanent road has been built, and repairs have 
been made as far as possible with the money that was appro- 
priated for this purpose. During the coming year West Street 
should be completed with a permanent road, and our side streets 
should receive more attention. We also hope that the coming 
year several miles of permanent sidewalks will be built, the most 
important being the Main Street sidewalk, from East to Bul- 
lard streets, and other permanent sidewalks to be built as far as 
it is possible to do so. Mr. Hart’s report, which will be included, 
makes recommendations which should be carried out. 


Poor Department— 


This is the last year that the Selectmen will act as Overseers 
of the Poor, as, under our new charter, a Board of Relief will 
be appointed, who will look after the poor of the Town. There 
have been many demands on us the past year, and we have tried 
to handle them with economy and still see that assistance was 
granted wherever it was needed. While some of those who have 
been assisted have made an effort to get along on as little as pos- 
sible, we find that many are inclined to be extravagant, as things 
given them come easy, and they lose the idea of the value. We 
recommend to the Board of Relief that a careful investigation 
be made of all these cases and see that no money is wasted. 


Police Department— 

Shortly after the beginning of the present Board’s term of office 
they appointed Mr, Daniel A. Crowley as Chief of Police, and 
most of the officers of the previous year were re- -appointed with 
some additions. Mr. Crowley has performed his duties very 
satisfactorily, we believe, to all, and his innovation of a regular 
police system in his office work is certainly a great improvement 
over past years. We hope that he will be continued in office, so 
that he may have a chance to finish work that has already been 
well begun. If we are to believe the reports of our citizens, the 
sale of intoxicating liquors has been considerably curtailed, and, 
no doubt, it can be improved under an efficient head of the po- 
lice, as we have had the past year. 
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Fire Department— 


We re-appointed as engineers of the Fire Department the old 
board, the personnel of which we believed was as good as could 
be picked from the Town, on account of their previous experience — 
and efficiency. We) are glad to say that we believe we have 
as efficient a fire department as any town in our vicinity, and 
when the new fire truck which is now being built for us is delivered 
(which will be about Feb. 15) we will have the best equipped de- 
partment. The Town has spent considerable money in equipping 
and maintaining a first class fre department, but we feel sure that 
the money has not been wasted. 


Street Railway Tracks— 


These have been a subject of much controversy for the past 
few years, as they were no use whatsoever where they were, and 
the Selectmen believed that they should all be removed from 
the streets and the streets put back in good condition. As is well 
known, the present owners of the road are local men, and they 
did not buy the road for financial gain but rather, if possible, to 
operate it for the good of the citizens. After investigation this 
was found to be impracticable and the tracks were useless to any- 
one. We took counsel in the matter and found that the owners 
could not be compelled to remove the tracks as the road had 
been out of use as.a street railway for more than six months, and 
when taken over by present owners it was in a bankrupt condi- 
tion. We believed the best way to settle this matter was by 
compromise, and the present owners have agreed to remove all 
rails and ties and put the road back in good condition on all por- 
tions on which a gravel surface would be practical, except on 
Main Street, which portion will be taken care of bythe Town. We 
hope that the Town will make appropriation for removing these 
tracks and macadamizing that portion that was occuped by them. 
When this is done, transportation will be benefited, and an op- 
portunity for automobile parking at the side of the street will be 
provided. 


Town Counsel— 


No regular appointment of Town Counsel has been made this 
year, but Judge Doe has taken care of some old cases which the 
Town had in courts, and we have asked Mr. George F. James, 
representative in this district, to sit in with us at some of our 
meetings, and have taken his advice in legal matters. The Nepon- 
set River Drainage case is still in the hands of Judge Halloran 
of Norwood, and it seems to him that a settlement without going 
to court will be effected within a short time. No suits have been 
brought against the Town the past year by any persons, for which 
we are very thankful.

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JULIUS GUILD 


On November 4, 1924, the Town of Walpole lost by death, 
one of its most universally beloved and highly respected of its 
citizens, Mr. Julius Guild. Mr. Guild was born in Walpole, 
March 30, 1850 and resided in the town all his life. Until about 
twenty-five years ago he successfully conducted and owned one of 
the best farms in Walpole, and delivered milk to Boston for the 
farmers of this vicinity for a number of years. 


He served the Town as Selectman and Overseer of the Poor 
for nineteen years, always being elected by a large majority. 
He represented this district in the Massachusetts Legislature 
for the years 1908 and 1909 and again in 1915 and 1916, and 
was known among his fellow legislators for his excellent judg- 
ment on all matters that came before him. 


After his legislative term expired he was appointed Postmaster 
for Walpole and his genial disposition and rugged honesty were 
in evidence in this office as in all other public positions held by 
him. 


The life of Mr. Guild should be a model for the younger genera- 
tion to copy, as sincerity of purpose and uprightness of charac- 
ter were his most outstanding characteristics. 
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The year 1924 was notable in the history of Walpole inasmuch 
as the Bi-Centennial was celebrated on October 4th and 5th. The 
principal speaker of the day was Gov. Channing H. Cox whose 
speech was considered by many as one of the best he ever made. 
Speeches were made by many others, most of them our citizens 
and in the evening a grand pageant was held which was a wonder- 
ful success. <A full account of the celebration and also the story 
of Walpole for the past two hundred years will be found in the 
new history which is being published, one of which every citizen 
should have. 


NEW TOWN CHARTER 


This year marks the end of the old form of Town Government 
and beginning with 1925 the new form, which has been adopted 
by our citizens, will go into effect. Although the old form of govern- 
ment had proved successful, the new form should be more soa, as 
the committee who drew up the new charter spent much time 
and studying in perfecting a form which should be suitable for 
the best interests of the Town. The present Board wish for its 
success. |

WALPOLE’S BI-CENTENNIAL CELEBRATION 


The fates were kind to Walpole in the celebration of her two- 
hundredth birthday. A clear atmosphere, a warm sun and the 
lightest and gentlest breeze of the season combined in the making 
of a perfect day. It was Mother Nature’s gift to a favorite daugh- 
ter. 


The people of Walpole are to be complimented on the wonderful 
display of community spirit which they manifested and they are 
to be congratulated on the success of the Bi-Centennial celebra- 
- tion. Perhaps never before in the history of New England was 
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there such a general feeling of equality, good-fellowship and neigh- 
borliness as that shown by Walpole’s citizens during the festivities. 


A great many former residents of the old Town returned for 
the day to meet again the friends of long ago, to visit the scenes 
which live forever in memory and to contribute their part in doing 
honor to the Town which was once their home. 


At high noon the factory whistles were blown, the church bells 
were rung and the town crier, impersonated by Mr, Harry Guild, 
sallied forth and announced the glad Bi-Centennial tidings to 
the people of the several villages which constituted the town- 
ship. 


The dedicatory exercises were very impressive. The opening 
- prayer was said by Rev. T. J. Fahey. In it he paid a tribute to 
the people of New England and likened their characteristics, rug- 
gedness, simplicity, honesty and dignity, to the outstanding fea- 
tures of Memorial Bridge. 


Mr. P. R. Allen, Chairman of the Bi-Centennial committee, 
in a very graceful speech formally presented the Bridge to the 
Town and a most appropriate speech of acceptance was made, by 
Mr. H. M. Stowell, Chairman of Selectmen. Mr. Isaac Newton 
Lewis, clad in Continental costume, recited a dedication ode and 
Governor Channing H. Cox delivered the address. The benediction 
was spoken by Rev. A. L. McKenzie. Appropriate airs were 
sung by the Bi-Centennial chorus to the accompaniment of the 
Weymouth Legion band under the direction of Mr. Adelbert Morse. 
At the close of the Governor’s address the tablets of the new bridge 
were unveiled by Mr. Joshua Allen and Mr. F. A. Hartshorn, 
member of KE, B. Piper Post, Grand Army of the Republic. The 
third surviving member of this Post, Mr. Nathan Fisher, was 
ill and unable to be present. 


When the draperies had been drawn aside, the command, “fall 
in,” was given by Colonel W. M? Whitman and the citizens of 
Walpole with their invited guests, led by Mr. John Dalton, carry- 
ing a halberd, the ancient symbol of authority, formed in pro- 
cessional order and marched across the newly dedicated bridge 
while the band played, ‘Onward, Christian Soldiers.” 


It was a grand and a wonderful procession. Kverybody who 
could walk was in the ranks and every marcher carried a flag. 
Men and women whose hair had been whitened by the passing 
years, youthful couples filled with the joy of life, staid, middle- 
aged folk and little children just beyond the toddling age—all 
were there, honoring the memory of Walpole’s dead heroes and 
paying tribute to the Town’s survivors of the nation’s wars. More 
than three thousand men, women and children were in line—an 
inspiring sight and a splendid example of Walpole’s community 
spirit. The Weymouth Legion Band and the Norwood Brass 
Band furnished marching music. 
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There was but one vehicle in the procession. It was an old 
stage coach, one which, in by-gone days, had seen active service 
on the Boston-Providence post road. It carried Governor Cox 
-and the Town guests, among them Mr. Granville Morse of Wren- 
tham, Commander of the Plainville Post, Grand Army of the Re- 
public. Mr. Morse in his younger days had been a stage coach 
driver and “handled the reins’ for forty-five years over the road 
between Wrentham and Franklin. 


At vantage points along the route of the procession, groups, 
clad in the costumes of other days, were stationed. Théy were 
impersonations of historic characters posed to represent past 
events. 


The line of march was across Memorial Bridge to East Street, 
along East Street to Main Street, up Main Street and along Com- 
mon Street to the Plimpton school field. The streets and build- 
ings were very tastefully decorated. |The scheme was worked 
out in complete harmony and with noticeable uniformity. 


At the field Rev. R. W. Savage delivered the invocation. - Mr. 
P. R. Allen then introduced Mr. George Plimpton, the Chairman 
of the Reception Committee. Mr. Plimpton welcomed the guests 
and read a cablegram from the Bishop of Edinborough and a 
letter from President Coolidge, expressing their regrets at being 
unable to attend the exercises. His Lorship is a descendant of 
the Walpole family and he had been invited as the guest of honor. 


Mr. Charles 8. Bird, the orator of the day, delivered an address 
that reached every heart. He spoke very feelingly of Walpole’s 
past, honestly of her present and optimistically of her future. 
Mr. Isaac Newton Lewis recited the Bi-Centennial ode and Rev. 
John H. deVries pronounced the benediction. The Bi-Centennial 
chorus sang two numbers and, as the closing event of the after- 
noon exercises, the entire assemblage sang ‘‘America.”’ 


The Legion boys now announced that supper was ready and 
the beanery was stormed by a happy, hungry multitude. The 
waiters and waitresses worked as they never worked before. The 
task of catering to the thousands who were in line was a difficult 
one, but it was accomplished without friction, and everyone got 
his hot coffee and plate of ‘‘beans and—”’ 


While supper was being served on the grounds, a reception 
to ex-residents and visitors was held at the High School, and a 
concert was given by the Norwood Brass Band. 


As the shades of night were falling the gay throng began to 
leisurely wend its way back from the sloping hillside and grassy 
knolls to the open field where Walpole’s historical episodes were 
to be presented. When the twilight was dying two high-powered 
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electric lamps and a number of smaller lights were flashed, light- 
ing all of the field except that part on which the episodes were 
shown. 


The Weymouth Legion Band furnished music during the even- 
ing. Stereopticon views showing Walpole scenes of historical 
importance were shown before the episodes. The Walpole song, 
written by Mr. Joseph 8. Leach and set to the tune of the “‘Battle 
Hymn of the Republic’, was flashed on the screen and sung with 
great vim by the audience, which now numbered more than five 
thousand, to the accompaniment of the Band, Mr. Leach con- 
ducting. 


A series of ten episodes depicting the march of history through 
two centuries concluded the day’s festivities. This feature of 
the celebration was the crowning glory of a wonderful program. 
Never before had the audience witnessed anything like it. The 
lighting scheme was reversed. The field lights were turned off 
and two mammoth search lights with giant reflectors were turned 
upon the stage. A thrill of joy ran through the audience at the 
beauty of the scene. The pretty woodland pictures which had 
been shrouded in darkness was suddenly flashed before the eyes 
of the expectant gathering in a light as clear as day. The por- 
trayal of scenes and characters was better than anything ever 
presented on the operatic. stage Men, women and children played 
their parts with a naturalness and realism far beyond the antici- 
pations of the most exacting critic. The background of trees, 
the beautiful grassy carpet, the deep, wide stage space, the ar- 
tistic set-ups and the perfect lighting system—each contributed 
its part to the grandeur of the performance. But, as Thomas 
Moore sang, long ago; 


“It was not the soft magic of streamlet or rill; 
Oh, no! It was something more exquisite still.” 


It was the human touch, the men and women and boys and 
girls who made the episodes what they were—the grandest and 
the greatest event in Walpole’s history. Future generations may 
imitate, but they can never equal, the work of Mrs. Henry M. 
Stowell and her assisting committee in the presentation and por- 
trayal of historical episodes. 


Mr. P. R. Allen, the general chairman, is to be complimented . 
on the success of the celebration. It will go down in history as 
Walpole’s greatest social event. It was as great a demonstration 
of social equality and community spirit as the world has ever 
witnessed. There were no dividing lines, no classes, no caste. 
Rich and poor walked side by side chatting freely together in 
the procession; they sat side by side in God’s country eating beans 
and brown bread; they were a unit in the service of dedication and 
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in applauding the speakers, the chorus, the bands and the epi- 
sodes. It was a Walpole day for Walpole’s citizens and it was 
emminently successful. 


The chairmen of the various sub-committees are to be com- 
plimented. Their work was perfect. There was not the slightest 
hitch anywhere. Everything worked smoothly and the day’s 
program was carried to a most successful ending without any 
apparent effort on the part of anyone. 


The members of the police department, too, are to be complhi- 
mented. Their work was most efficient and very satisfactory. 
Few people realize the difficulties with which policemen have 
to contend at such a time. Chief Crowley and his men are de- 
serving of the highest praise. 


The decorative scheme of the Town as arrayed and carried out 
by the Decoration Committees, under the leadership of Mrs. 
Henry Plimpton was very beautiful and was the subject of very 
favorable comment. 


At the Bradford-Lewis House, Walpole’s relics were on exhi- 
bition. Mrs. H. L. Goddard, Chairman of the Historical Exhibits 
- Committee and her assistants were eminently successful in assemb- 
ling for the exhibition a large and unique display of valuable 
curiosities. 


Mr. Chester H. Andrews, Chairman, and the other members 
of the Chorus Committee deserve great praise for the work which 
they accomplished. The chorus singing was one of the outstand- . 
ing features of the celebration. It is to be hoped that an effort 
will be made to keep this chorus together and build from it a per- 
manent organization. ; 


When the great wheel of time shall have made another revo- 
lution and when a new generation shall assemble to celebrate 
Walpole’s Ter-Centennial it may be that the onward march of 
progress will demand a more elaborate display and a longer fes- 
tive period, but nothing that the passing years may bring can 
enlarge on the spirit which was the predominating influence of 
the Bi-Centennial celebration—the spirit of loyalty to the old 
Town and social equality among her citizens. 


Appropriate services were held on Sunday in the many churches 
of the Town and the Bi-Centennial exercises were closed with 
an act of thanksgiving to God for the honorable and glorious 
past which is the boast of Walpole and with a devout prayer that 
a wise Providence may always guide her, guard her and keep 
her from harm.

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REPORT OF TOWN ENGINEER 


Walpole, Mass., December 31, 1924. 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen:— 


I herewith submit my third annual report as Town Engineer 
and Superintendent: of Highways and Bridges, Moth and Water 
Departments, combined as a Department of Public Works and 
I am pleased to report that this plan as operated for the last three 
years has advanced past the experimental stage into the proved 
practical. 


The study and preliminary organization of the last two years 
have this year began to bear fruit and I can point out to you many 
concrete savings that are actually in operation. For instance the fact 
that I have operated the last three years as the actual superin- 
tendent of construction and maintenance in both the water and 
street department together with the supervision of the moth 
department, care of school grounds, and the duties of Town En- 
gineer without the employing of an additional man in any of these 
capacities should demonstrate in this length of time as to the 
actual saving and feasibility of this plan. 


I contribute the success of this plan to the extraordinary co- 
operation of the various officers and offices of the Town Govern- 
‘ment with whom I have come in contact and the spirit of ‘put 
it across” that has existed in the Town Hall as well as the acci- 
dent of experience which your Engineer has had before the adop- 
tion of this plan, it having been my fortune to have administered 
these various departments both separately and collectively be- 
fore my connection with the Town of Walpole and of course that 
was a very great advantage in making this organization. 


All of the work given to the Highway Department for con- 
struction at the annual meeting has been completed as well as 
a great deal more which was added during different meetings of 
the year which nearly doubled the amount estimated at the first 


of the year and consequently required much extra planning and 
labor to accomplish. 


Coney St. has been resurfaced to the Sharon line which makes 
a good road to Sharon from East Walpole. 


~ Kast St. has been rebuilt from Washington St. to Hemlock 
St. and the rest of the street should be finished next year. - 


A wall and fence has been built on the westerly side of the bridge 
on Washington St. in conjunction with the county job on the 
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east side and extra basins have been built to take care of the great 
volume of water that finds its level at the bottom of the hill opposite 
one entrance of the Bird Mills. 


ays sidewalk has also been built of hot mix from the Norwood 
line to Bird Ave. which adds materially to the safety of the pe- 
destrians along this particularly dangerous roadway. 


'A sidewalk has been constructed over the railroad bridge on 
Fast St., a part of the expense of which has been borne by the 
railroad and eliminates a very dangerous point on this road. 


The state aid road in West Walpole has been finished for a 
distance of about half a mile and the remaining half mile should 
be constructed next year to complete the through road to Frank- 
lin and Woonsocket. 


The question of permanent street signs came up this year and 
the Town appropriated $500.00 to start a sign programme to event- 
ually have our streets properly and permanently signed This 
is more important than one would think at first glance, as a poorly 
and broken down signed town is a very poor advertisement to 
the strangers who are numerous since the automobile and might 
materially effect the location of some valuable business or fac- 
tory. 


The garage at the pumping station is still proving its worth 
and enables your engineer to maintain the closest check on motor 
and truck expenses and close personal contact with employees 
and jobs from day to day. Also the heating system running from 
the station has proved invaluable in keeping equipment in readi- 
ness at all times for instant service for snow removal in winter. 


Our road programme is still endeavoring to keep up with the 
constantly increasing motor traffic and while the annual appro- 
priations for road construction are increasing from year to year, 
I am obliged to ask for additional amounts to hold not only roads 
that are already constructed but to supply the constant demand 
from the citizens for more and better roads and so far in com- 
parison with the other Towns of our size, Walpole has kept well 
to the front. 


My recommendations for the next year are substantially as 
follows:

There has been six deaths by automobile accidents during 
the year. All of these deaths occurring between the high bridge 
on Main St., near Spring St., and the Norfolk town line on Main 
St. We hope during the coming year to at least reduce these 
fatalities. There has been some suggestions made to the State 
engineers to help eliminate them, which we trust will be carried 
out. We having no regular officer to patrol the six miles of State 
highway going through our town, we have depended on the regu- 
lar town officers to take care of this stretch, when their other 
duties would allow. 


The arrests for drunkenness is less by 17 than during the year 
1923, while the arrests for operating automobiles while being 
drunk has increased to 14, but for the fact that each drunken 
driving case involves a complaint for drunkenness also, and as 
most of the drunken drivers who were arrested during the year 
lived out of town, the arrests for drunkenness in the town would 
have shown a more marked decrease than appears. I believe 
this is due to the fact that a large number of illicit liquor dealers 
have been arrested and prosecuted vigorously and successfully. 
The officers of the department are to be commended for this con- 
dition as much as myself, as, of course, without their wholehearted 
vo-operation, I could not have brought it about all alone. 


‘With one officer, for the most part, in attendance at the pub- 
lic dances in the town, there has been little or no trouble from 
this source. 


There has been an increase in the crimes of a more serious na- 
ture during the year, but the offenders were not townspeople. 


The work of Officer Fitzgibbons during the year, in Kast Wal- 
Pole, while traffic was being diverted, during the rebuilding of 
the main highway, in maintaining order, and preventing acci- 
dents to the riding public and pedestrians alike, is worthy of 
mention and the highest praise, also that of officers Hogan and 
Jones in the efficient and thorough manner with which they cleaned 
up the so-called Hi-jacking case which happened in town, last 
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September, causing the arrest of all participants, is deserving 
of commendation, and that of Officer Cullinane, in which the 
courage and zeal displayed by him in arresting three of the men 
who broke into the filling Station at Kast Walpole at 2.30 A. M. 
he completing the job single handed. The men arrested were 
hardened criminals and had recently been released from State 
Prison. 


During the year the men of the department have been fully 
equipped, they have been furnished. new revolvers, (the first is- 
sued by the town), clubs, whistles, cap devices, and a new de- 
sign of police badge, bearing the seal of the Town. T hey also 
received new summer uniforms. 


The department is now the owner of one Winchester Repeat- 
ing Shot-gun (Riot gun), through the courtesy of one of the manu- 
facturing concerns of the town. However we desire three more 
to complete the set. 


The department this year has kept within its appropriation 
and returned some monies to the Town. 


In conclusion I desire to say that considering the number’ of 
officers in the department and the large territory covered by 
them, this is a very creditable and gratifying showing. 


I am greatly indebted to the gentlemen of the Board of Se- 
lectmen, Mr. Henry Stowell, Mr. Timothy Delaney, and Mr. 
Axel Anderson, to Judges Doe and Ruggles, to the Clerk of the 
District Court, Mr. Harry Howard and the Assistant Clerk, Mr. 
Herbert Metcalf, and also Mr. Raymond Stowell, for their many 
helpful suggestions and courtesies extended to me during the 
year.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


Walpole, Mass., Dec. 31, 1924. 
To the Citizens of Walpole: 


During the past year the various complaints have been in- 
vestigated and each one acted upon by the Board. 


Fred E. Douglas was appointed inspector of slaughtering whose 
report is appended. Mr. Thomas P. Leonard tendered his 
resignation to the Selectmen and William F. Riordan was ap- 
pointed to fill vacancy at a joint meeting of the Selectmen and 
remaining members of this Board, on May 9, 1924. 2 


During the year, forty-eight permits to produce or sell milk 
have been issued by Mr. Hoyt as inspector of milk and dairies. 
Each dairy and barn where such permits have been granted were 
inspected at least twice and several as many as four or five times 
during the year. 


In some cases samples of the milk have been tested, always to 
be found standard or better. 


The principal fault to be found has been with the condition 
of the animals and stables as to cleanliness. By visiting the stables 
at milking hours, Mr. Hoyt has been able to check this closely 
and in nearly all cases a second visit has shown that any changes 
previously recommended had been made. 


In order to assure a better quality of milk in the future this 
Board issued rules and regulations, supplementary to those issued 
by former Boards of Health, which have been posted at the premi- 
ses of those having permits. It is believed that more attention 
should be given to the matter of testing dairy cows for tuber- 
culosis or of pasteurizing milk. 


As under the change in the town government, the Board ceases 
to exist we will only recommend that a regulation be passed 
to the effect that all milk sold in the town must be pasteurized 
or must have been produced from cows which have been subjected 
to the tuberculosis test and found free from tuberculosis every 
six months, a herd to be tested yearly after all animals in it have 
been found to be free. 


Such a ruling would insure a generally satisfactory quality of 
milk and this Board respectfully recommends to the incoming 
Board of Selectman the passage of a ruling of such nature. 


We wish to thank all the people of the town who have rendered 
us assistance in our various duties, more particularly to Mr. Fred 
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Kk. Douglas who was always ready and willing to care for ani- 
mals found to have been killed either by automobiles or other- 
Wise. 


There have been issued two slaughtering licenses, eleven De- 
natured Alcohol and one Manicure license during the year by 
the Board.

To the Citizens of the Town of Walpole: 


The Planning Board of 1924 wish to submit to you the follow- 
ing report: 


We have met the second and fourth Fridays of each month 
at 7.30 P. M. There have also been extra meetings for the con- 
sideration of special subjects. 


The major part of our work this year has been on zoning. This 
is the problem of all modern towns, and although this splendid 
work has been established only since 1916, there are now 25,000,000 
people in the United States living in zoned areas. The Board 
has employed Mr. E. T. Hartman, State Consultant of Housing 
and Planning, to assist in this work. 


By request of the Town, the Board named the new street ac- 
cepted in the Hayes development. A hearing was held. How- 
ever, in following a policy previously adopted by the Board, it 
was named Diamond Street, as it is a logical continuation of the 
street already so named. 


The Planning Board believes that at present the most needed 
side-walks are on the streets having the heaviest traffic, and where 
there is no safe place on which to walk. The first is on Main Street, 
from East Street to Bullard Street; then on Common Street, 
from the Plimpton School to Washington Street; the next to be 
on East Street, east of Kendall Street. We recommend that the 
first named be built in 1925.

I have set out about sixty Norway maples during the past year. 
The old white maples are dying out as they have been set from 
forty to fifty-five years. There are very few trees of that kind 
now that are sound and some new trees should be set caeh year. 


It was necessary to cut about forty trees on the sides of the streets 
many of which were dead. On petition of the residents of River- 
side Place, I cut eight trees on that street as they were set too 
near together, being only 25 feet aparf. 


The work in this department requires considerable more money 
spent than a few years back as there are more trees to be trimmed 
- now than there were in 1900 when I began this work for Mr. Kd- 
mund Grover, Tree Warden, at that time.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the accounts of 


the Town of Walpole for the fiscal year ending December 31, 
1924, and submit the following report thereon :— 


The financial transactions of the Town as recorded on the books 
of the several departments were examined and checked in detail. 


The books in the Town Accountant’s office were examined 
and compared with the books in the various departments receiy- 
ing or disbursing money for the town; the appropriation accounts 
. were checked with the Town Clerk’s records of appropriations 
voted by the town; the recorded receipts were checked with the 
schedules of departmental payments to the Treasurer and with | 
the Treasurer’s cash book; and reported expenditures were checked 
with the Selectmen’s warrants authorizing the Treasurer to dis- 
burse town funds and with the Treasurer’s cash book. — 


The original vouchers and pay-rolls were examined and checked 
to the classification book, and the classification book was com- 
pared with the appropriation accounts. 


The ledger postings were checked with the books of original 
entry, the ledger was footed, a trial balance was taken off prov- 
ing the ledger to be in balance, and a balance sheet was prepared 
showing the financial condition of the town as of December 31, 
1924. 


The balance sheet shows an overdraft of $1,846.54 on the West 
Street Construction account, due to the fact that the County 
of Norfolk has not made any payments on its allotment to the 
project. In the future, it is reeommended that in order to avoid 
such overdrafts, the matter be handled in accordance with Chap- 
ter 366, Acts of 1921, which reads as follows:— 


“Chapter forty-four of the General Laws is hereby 
amended by inserting after section six the following 
new section:—Nection 6A. If a town has appropriated 
a sum of money for the purpose of constructing or re- 
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pairing a highway, to be used with a sum or sums alloted 
by the division of highways or the county commissioners 
or by both, and is required primarily to pay that pro- 
portion of the expense for which reimbursement is to be 
received from the commonwealth or county or both, such 
reimbursements first having been agréed upon by said 
division or the county commissioners, for the purpose 
of providing the necessary funds to meet the expense for 
which reimbursement is to be made the Treasurer of the 
town may, with the approval of the selectmen, incur debt 
outside the debt limit and issue notes therefor for a period 
not exceeding one year from their dates; and the pro- 
ceeds of such reimbursement shall be applied to the 
discharge of the loan.” 


The Treasurer’s books were checked and a comparison was 
made with the books in the Accountant’s office. The reported 
receipts were compared with the departmental records of pay- 
ments to the Treasurer, and the payments were checked to the 
warrants authorizing them and with the Accountant’s books. 


The cash book was footed, the cash on hand was counted, and 
the bank balances were reconciled, proving the balance of the 
Treasurer’s cash book at the close of the year. 


The several trust funds in the custody of the Town Treasurer 
were verified by examining the savings bank books. 


The Library Trust Funds in custody of the Treasurer of the 
Library trustees were examined. The investments are repre- 
sented by savings bank books and securities, the. latter having 
been placed in the Walpole Trust Company for safe keeping, 
for which a security deposit receipt was issued by the bank. The 
receipt specifies that the bank received four United States Fourth 
Liberty Bonds, two being of $500 denomination and two of $50; 
furthermore, the numbers of the bonds deposited in the bank 
are given on the receipt. For the purpose of examination, how- 
ever, the Treasurer of the Library Trustees presented three different 
bonds, one of $1,000 and two of $50. 


The Treasurer of the Library Trustees is not bonded, as re- 
quired by Chapter 78, Section 10, of the General Laws. 


The committee accounts of the Collector were examined and 
checked by listing the outstanding accounts, which were proved 
to the control accounts in the Accountant’s ledger. 


The abatements were checked to the notices of abatements 
granted by the Assessors, and the total of the Assessors’ commit- 
ment of taxes was verified. 
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The outstanding tax accounts were further verified by mail- 


ing notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on 
the books as owing money to the town, and as no replies were 
received stating that payments had been made other than as 
shown on the books, I am satisfied that the accounts are cor- 


rect. 


The Collector’s reported payments to the Treasurer were checked 
to the Treasurer’s books. 


The books and accounts of the Collector of Water Rates and 
Services were examined and checked, the commitments being 
verified, the abatements checked, and the reported payments 
to the Treasurer compared with the Treasurer’s and the Account- 
ant’s books. The water rates and services for 1924 were promptly 
collected, thereby facilitating the work of the audit. 


In addition to the departments and accounts mentioned, the 
records of receipts from licenses, use of the Town Hall, sealing 
of weights and measures, library fines, etc., were examined, and 
the recorded payments to the Treasurer were verified by a com- 
parison with the Treasurer’s and the Accountant’s books. 


Appended to this report are tables showing a reconciliation 
of the Treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax, assessment, and 
water accounts, tables showing receipts for use of the Town Hall, 
from sealing of weight and measures, and from library fines, 
together with statements relative to the several trust funds. 


For the co-operation received and the assistance rendered by 
the several departmental officials while engaged in making the 
audit, I wish, on behalf of my assistants and for myself, to ex- 
press my appreciation.

In February, 1924, Miss Margaret Forster, now Mrs. Allen 
Russell, tendered her resignation. Miss Forster has been in our 
Library since 1911 and for the past eight years has been in charge. 
Throughout her term as Librarian, she served the town faith- 
fully, efficiently and most acceptably and the Trustees received 
her resignation with regret. 


Miss Dorothy Annable of Salem, Massachusetts, a graduate 
of Simmons College was chosen our Librarian in March, 1924, 
and the months of service which she has given have proved the 
choice a most fortunate one. 


Miss Katherine Lewis continues as our assistant at the center, 
and has charge of the Sunday hours. Miss Blanche Hewins is 
an apprentice in the Library and has oversight of the books in 
the High School Library. We are still fortunate in having Miss 
Blaney at the East Walpole Branch, which does such excellent 
work, due to Miss Blaney and the continued generosity of Bird 
& Son. 


Two changes have been made during the year. The charg- 
ing system has been for years the Browne system; this has now 
been replaced by the simplified Newark system. Up to this year 
no child under ten could hold a Library card, now any child of 
school age may borrow his own books. 
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A very gratifying change has been made in the South Wal- 
pole Deposit station through ‘its removal to the new Fire Station 
on Summer St. The Trustees appreciate the hospitality of the 
South Walpole Firemen and wish to acknowledge it publicly. 
They would also express their gratitude to those who have for 
so long allowed them the use of the Community House. 


The Library has tried through this bi-centennial year to keep 
pace with the citizens in their historical interests. Special lists 
of books of local historical value, exhibits and collections have 
been displayed. We have welcomed gifts along these lines and 
would call attention again to the Historical, collection pre- 
sented by Isaac Newton Lewis which is in the bookcase in the 
Reading Room. Interesting pictures and papers regarding Wal- 
pole, St. Andrews and Walpole, St. Peters, England have been 
given by Mr. George A. Plimpton. For these and the many other 
gifts which have been heartily appreciated, the Trustees thank 
the donors. 


We have been pleased to note the continued co-operation be- 
tween the Schools and the Library, the Librarian and the younger 
readers. The readers of the future are in the making and no more 
important work can be done by the teachers and the Librarian 
than this of forming the taste of the borrowers of our books in 
years to come.

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To the Trustees of the Public Library: 


I present herewith my report for the year ending December 
31, 1924, 


Karly in the year, Miss Margaret B. Forster submitted her 
resignation, which took effect on March 21, at which time I became 
Librarian. As the Library was in good condition, and had been 
efficiently administered, it was an easy matter to fit in and con- 
poe the work for which Miss Forster had laid so good a foun- 

ation. 


One of our most significant marks of progress is the South Wal- 
pole Station, which has for a number of years been open one hour 
a week, in the Community House. In June it was found that 
the patronage would warrant keeping the station open an ad- 
ditional hour, so that the time of opening was exténded to two hours 
a week. Longer hours brought increased patronage to such an 
extent that soon the quarters were inadequate, inasmuch as there 
was a need for a reading-room, as well as circulating desk. Af- 
ter the completion of the new South Walpole Fire Station, we 
were glad to accept the use of a large, well-lighted, steam-heated 
upstairs room, when it was made available to us. New shelvy- 
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ing and necessary furniture were bought, and the Library station 
moved into its new quarters on December 11. In the few weeks 
since the change was made we have already begun upon a new 
rate of increase not only in circulation, but in usefulness to the 
community as well. One gratifying feature is the greater de- 
mand for non-fiction and the better books. 


This reminds us of the desirability of establishing such a sta- 
tion in North Walpole. ‘There the only medium for the circulation 
of books is Fisher School, from which 1636 books were issued 
during the year. This means that only children in the first six 
grades have Library privileges made easily available to them, 
and that even these children are without books during the school 
vacations. 


Work with the schools has been continued along the lines es- 
tablished by Miss Forster, with the exception that the period 
of time for use of collections sent to classrooms is now fixed, and 
the books are changed during each vacation. Requisition blanks 
have been furnished to all teachers, and have proved a great aid 
to us in reference work, as well as showing that our collection 
of books for school reference work is inadequate. There is an 
increasing demand for such material, but it should be entirely 
possible to strengthen and supplement our school section from 
our book appropriation during the year. 


Our work with children has become enlarged in scope by the 
lowering of the age limit for borrowers. Heretofore only child- 
ren 10 years of age or over have been allowed to be card-holders. 
Since June any child of school age is entitled to Library privileges. 
The response has been strong, and has made necessary several 
times additions to the collection of books which was put in dur- 
ing the summer for younger readers. 


In response to the request of the teachers we have taken up the 
State Reading List work. Lists are issued by the State Depart- 
ment of Education, and the child reading the required number 
of books for his grade receives a certificate, five of which bring an 
Honor Certificate. The number of children enrolled in this read- 
ing is not large, but the children who are showing interest do so 
to an appreciable extent, which makes us feel that the work is 
worth while. In connection with this our entire collection of 
juvenile books was gone over carefully during the summer. Worn 
out books were withdrawn, to the extent of 500 books, and the 
necessary replacements and additions made. 


Children’s Book Week occurred in November, as usual. There 
was no formal observance this year, but displays at the Main 
Library and in the window of the Health Center elicited much 
interest. Parents were invited to come to the Library and dis- 
cuss their children’s reading, as well as to look at the books on 
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display. Emphasis was placed upon the quality of the read- 
ing done by children, and the number of parents consulting us 
about books for their children showed that there is much interest 


in the subject. During Children’s Book Week, a Reading Club — 


was formed, for boys and girls of the 6th, 7th, and 8th grades. 
This club meets Saturday mornings, at the Library, immediately 
after Story Hour for the younger children, and under its own 
leadership conducts meetings which have so far proved very in- 
teresting. 


In June it was decided to employ a high school girl as appren- 
tice, for a certain number of hours a week. Blanche Hewins was 
chosen and during the summer divided her time between .study 
of Library routine and methods and actual work. The arrange- 
ment has proved entirely satisfactory, and leads us to hope that 
we may always have an apprentice. This winter Miss Hewins 
assumes charge of the High School Library and also does the 
shelving and mending at the Library. 


In August our charging system was changed. The Browne 
system, which was wholly satisfactory in the earlier days of this 
Library, is inadequate for our present needs; therefore the simp- 
lified Newark system has been adopted. At the same time our 
registration file was re-organized, to make it a useful ally of the 
new charging methods. 


During the year we have received numerous gifts of plants, 
books, magazines, and pictures. The largest and most import- 
ant gift consisted of some very old books and valuable docu- 
ments and manuscripts together with a group of books and items 
about Walpole’s early history, which were presented to us by Mr. 
Isaac Newtorf Lewis. One display case has been built, and a 
double section of shelving glassed in to make adequate provision 
for the care and exhibition of the material. These cases were 
completed, and the collection arranged before the time of our 
Bi-Centennial celebration in October, at which time they aroused 
not a little interest. 


Gains in circulation, and increase in usefulness can be traced 
in every department of the work. Radio seems not to have made 
its threatened inroads upon the Library’s field, but to have stimu- 
lated people’s minds and increased their circle of interests.

Owing to extensive operations in our building, the Library 
was practically closed for about three months. This was a de- 
privation, particularly to the children, as it occurred during the 
summer months, when the Library takes the place, in a measure, 
o the school. In spite of this interruption, our circulation was 
fairly close to last year, showing a Joss of only about four hun- 
dred in the total, which undoubtedly would have shown a marked 
increase had not the cessation of our work been necessary for a 
time. 


Comparing our registration cards with the list of householders 
in our section, we recognize that too small a proportion are rep- 
resented and through a publicity campaign hope to bring our Li- 
bary to the attention of a greater number of families during the 
coming year. It may not be universally known that it is open 
to all—that whatever information we may have will be freely 
circulated. While no claim is made that it is a reference library, 
we believe it contains material of interest on some subjects not 
to be found at the Central Library. 


If the custom of one wise mother would become more general 
the advantage of a Library to home life would be better appreciated. 
Her remark that children now demand something more of their 
mothers than that they be merely good cake and pie-makers, 
that then must they enter into the intellectual side of ‘their life, 
keeping pace with their studies had urged her to strive to de- 
vote some part of her time to this end. Notwithstanding the de- 
mands of her household duties, this she finds possible and makes 
good use of her Town Library in the preparation of her club. pa- 
pers, as well as for general reading. ‘The good books which find 
their way to her home will have their effect upon the children. 


In the course of scanning current magazines and papers, articles 
on subjects on which information has been called for frequently 
comes to our notice and, though the request may not have been 
immediate, it may not be too late to the interested persons and is 
bought to their attention. This is generally appreciated but the 
disappointing remark sometimes comes from the school child- 
ren, ‘We have finished studying that.”’ 


An important addition to our books is the Source Records of 
the Great War in seven volumes. The editor in chief is Charles 
F. Horne and the directing editor, Walter F. Austin. It has the 
endorsement of the American Legion and is uncensored. It is a 
work intended to increase our knowledge of the causes, events 
and consequences of the war. The Providence News says of it, 
“In everyway, the records stand the test of authenticity; the 
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Army and Navy Journal, “The only authentic record.”’ Welbe- 
lieve it will be particularly valuable to future generations as a 
true account of the world war.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE

To the Citizens of Walpole: 


The school committee in presenting its annual report, together 
with the reports of the Superintendent of Schools and others 
of its staff, desires to place on record its appreciation of the earn- 
est work and co-operative spirit of all who have in any degree 
aided in making the past year’s work so successful. The pub- 
lic schools of our town have in the opinion of educational au- 
thorities shown great progress in the past few years. The Committee 
believes this high standard has been maintained during 1924. 
There has been a fine response to the calls which have been made 
upon our principals, teachers and supervisors in the effort to im- 
prove upon past achievements, and to their faithful work is due 
such progress as has been made. Mr. Mansur, our Superintendent, 
has been efficient and untiring in his service and has held the res- 
pect and esteem of teachers and pypils alike. We urge a care- 
ful reading of his report to this committee. 


After the March town meeting the Committee organized as 
follows:

The regular meetings of the School Committee are held on the 
first Monday of each month at 7.45 in the evening at the School 
Committee room in the Town Hall. ‘During the past year several 
persons have come before the Committee on subjects pertain- 
ing to our public school system, and it is the earnest desire of the 
Committee that anyone having problems will appear before the 
Committee when in session. 


In March, Mr. John Donnelly became a member of the School 
Committee, succeeding Mr. William E. Hale, who resigned in 
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March after serving on the Committee for seven years, and hay - 
ing held the position of Chairman during the last three. M1. 
Hale had always been an earnestly progressive member of the 
Committee, and took an active and constructive part in its de- 
liberations. 


Coal 


As in the past few years your Committee, in connection with 
the other Town Departments, purchased the regular supply of 
coal. Through this arrangement, the Committee was able to 
make a substantial saving in the cost of fuel for the year. 


Repairs 


The condition of the school buildings in town are in such good 
shape that only minor repairs were necessary during the year. 
Following the plan adopted last year whereby the school build- 
ings would be painted, the following work has been done: 


Painting exterior of: 
Portable Building 
Boyden School 
Plimpgon School 
Painting interior of: 
Fisher School 


Next year there is no appreciable amount of repair work con- 
templated except the painting of the Stone and High Schools 
and some interior painting in other schools. 


Transportation 


Transportation costs continue to be a large item in our ex- 
pense. The largest possible use has been made of the Pierce Bus 
- Company, and service given by them has been on the whole satis- 
factory. Other transportation routes have been handled satis- 
factorily by Mr. Jarvis, Mrs. Killion and Mr. Fahrenholt. Two re- 
quests have been made during the year for additional routes, 
but on account of the added expense, the Committee have, as 
heretofore, voted to adhere to the limit established by the State, 
that is, that no new transportation routes be established with- 
in the two mile limit. Our costs for transportation are now over 
$5,800, more than the average of towns of our size in the State. 


Health 


This year the health work has been conducted with its usual 
excellent results. The dental hygiene department has extended 
its work through the seventh grade and examinations have been 
made in the High School. Through the generosity of Mrs. Fran- 
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cis W. Bird, and Mr. C. S. Bird, the dental room and services of 
a dentist are still continued. Through the efforts of our Health 
Department and with the aid given by the Walpole Red Cross 
Chapter several children were sent to the County Hospital Camp 
at Braintree during this past summer with very excellent results. 


School Housing Conditions 


Attention is called to that portion of the report of the Supt. 
of Schools relating to the necessity for an addition to school build- 
ings. Full details relative to this matter will be found in the re- 
port of Mr. Mansur. As therein stated transfers of pupils from, 
different buildings have been made until there is apparently no- 
further opportunity for providing room for the yearly increase 
in the general attendance through this means. Your Commit- 
tee have given this subject all due consideration and the most 
feasbile plan for providing additional school rooms seems to be 
through an addition to the High School building. This addition 
will also give facilities for the necessary work in the High School 
now curtailed for lack of room. Whatever else may be neces- 
sary, the schools must receive attention. Education of the child- 
ren cannot be neglected, and where additional school buildings 
are needed, these buildings must be provided. Your Commit- 
tee would therefore recommend that at the annual town meet- 
ing of 1925 a Building Committee be appointed, who should take 
this matter under advisement, consult with some reputable school 
architect and make a report to the town as to the best course 
to pursue,

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Committee, of Walpole, Massachusetts: 


It is my privilege to submit to you, herewith, my annual re- 
port as Superintendent of Schools of Walpole, the forty-ninth 
in the series of such reports. 


In reviewing briefly the work of the year, we may point out as 
definite steps in advance (1) the establishment of the Oppor- 
tunity Class for retarded pupils, (2) the provision for a super- 
maximum in teachers’ salaries based on professional study and 
improvement, (3) the introduction of a simplified method of 
teaching penmanship, (4) experimentation with a new system of 
teaching reading with an idea of obtaining better results in that 
work, and (5) the provision of an opportunity for class instruc- 
tion in instrumental music. | 


Opportunity Class 


The state law requires an examination by qualified experts 
of all pupils three or more years mentally retarded, with an idea 
of placing such pupils in a special class where they can profit 
to a greater extent than in the regular routine classroom. Such 
a class was established at the Bird School in September. I can- 
not speak too enthusiastically of the work that is being done 
in this room. By fitting the work to the capabilities of the in- 
dividual pupils, by introducing hand work to a greater degree, 
and by motivating each pupil’s work through his own individual

interests, this class is exceeding, in its results, our most optimis- 
tic hopes. Pupils who had never succeeded before are now suc- 
ceeding. Pupils who were never happy in school before, are now 
happy. <A very great disciplinary problem has been overcome. 


We are at present taking to this class a few pupils from the 
Center. I look forward to the time when we may have room to 
establish a similar class at that end of the town. 


Professional Study 


In February, following a study of similar plans in operation in 
other towns, the following regulations were adopted: 


“A first permanent increase of $50 shall be granted to any 
teacher who has had five years of experience, three of which shall 
have been continuous in Walpole, providing: she shall have re- 
ceived the maximum Walpole salary for at least one year—shall 
have completed 60 program hours of advanced professional study, 
of which at least 30 hours must have been taken after attaining 
the maximum salary. Thirty hours of the sixty hours may have 
been in subject matter courses as distinguished from courses in 
methods, pedagogy, psychology, etc. Courses taken since Janu- 
ary, 1920, may receive credit if not previously accredited, in the 
case of teachers in the Walpole service, January 1, 1924, . 


Increases under this section shall become effective January 1 of 
each year. 


A second permanent increase of $50 shall be granted to any 
teacher when she has had not less than two years’ teaching after 
the first permanent increase and has completed 60 hours more of 
professional study. This increase also shall be effective January 
first of the year following the completion of the work. 


Credentials for work done must be submitted not later than 
November 1, and shall take the form of a certificate from the in- 
stitution with which the work was done and the grade received. 
In case work is not with a generally recognized educational in- 
stitution, outlines of work accomplished, note books, theses ete. 
must be approved by the School Board. 


Miscellaneous activities generally will not be accredited un- 
less they lead to increased teaching efficiency. Leave of absence 
granted for study shall count as continuous service. The Com- 
mittee may grant leave of absence for other purposes and allow 
it to count for continuous service at their discretion. No credit 
will be given unless a passing mark has been received in a course.”’ 
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Penmanship 


To those of us who have immediate supervision of instruction, 
the question of penmanship has for some time been a perplexing 
one. In spite of earnest endeavor in teaching, in spite of the di- 
rective effort o paid special supervisors, we could not feel that 
we were obtaining the results that we ought naturally to expect. 
Our system of writing had many excellent points, and was fairly 
universal in its use, but the results were not commensurate with 
the time and expense devoted to it. A questionnaire to numerous 
neighboring towns brought forth the information that while at 
least sixty percent of them were using the same system as we 
were, only one found it unqualifiedly satisfactory. 


As a result of the examination of various methods that followed 
we finally decided that the so-called Houston Method would 
most nearly meet our needs, and our recommendation to this 
effect was accepted by your Committee. The following factors 
entered into our decision: 


1. It was a method of teaching rather than a system of pen- 
manship. 


2. It required no change from the form or shape of letters al- 
ready learned by the child. 


3. Its machinery was so simple and flexible that any cf our teachers 
could modify it to suit the requirements of her particular 
class. 


4. It did away with the necessity of a Supervisor of Penman- 
ship. 


5. Wherever we saw the system in operation it was unanimous- 
ly and enthusiastically commended beyond any other system 
by the class-room teachers. 


6. It is not an experiement in penmanship, but is a system that 
has been successfully operated in many communities, both 
big and little. 


7. We feel that to secure legible writing is the primary purpose 
of teaching penmanship. In those places we observed, it 
procured more consistently legible penmanship than any 
other method we saw. 


Reading 


It is as yet too early to draw any conclusions from our experi- 
ment with the Bolenius system of reading. To this stage, we are 
finding it very satisfactory. Although in the beginning it entails 
more work for the teacher, it seems to more than offset this by 
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the added interest it affords the children, and by a corresponding 
facility and rapidity with which they seem to be progressing. 
A continuance of this condition certainly would warrant more 
extensive trial in other primary rooms. 


Instrumental Music 


Lack of musicians has proven a serious drawback in the ad- 
vancement of orchestral organizations in our schools. Oppor- 
tunities for learning to play almost any instrument but the piano 
have been strangely few in Walpole for a number of years. In 
view of this condition, Miss Hutchinson, Supervisor of Music, 
was empowered to arrange for use of the school buildings after 
school hours for class instruction in certain instruments. Teachers 
are in this way brought to Walpole every Tuesday, and teach at 
a considerable less expense to pupils, by meeting them in classes, 
than would be the case in individual instruction. 


This arrangement involves the school department in no ex- 
pense. J.essons are paid for by the pupils, who, further, furnish 
their own instruments and music. This is not a commercial scheme 
connected with any publishing house or instrument makers. It 
is in line with the very latest developments in bringing music 
within the reach of a greater number of children. Numerous 
communities have already instituted similar classes. In many 
places where the development is at its best, some of the most ex- 
pensive instruments, the possession of which would be beyond 
the means of the average pupil, have been purchased by the schools, 
and loaned to the pupil-musicians. While that condition is not 
at present, a probability here, yet it may well be something to 
which we should ultimately attain. 


School Housing 


In my report of 1923 I wrote as follows about our school hous- 
ing conditions:—‘‘It is not too early to begin planning either 
for an addition or some other outlet which will provide for the. 
needs at the center for some years to come, for with the delays 
that ordinarily attend such enterprises we bid fair to be crowded 
out of both buildings (the Senior High School and the Plimp- 
ton School) before relief is an accomplished fact.’’ 


It is my purpose this year to confine my report mainly to a 
review of this situation. Let me first call your attention to tabu- 
lations showing the average membership of all our schools since 
1912-13, and the enrollment of the Plimpton, Stone and High 
Schools at intervals over the same period.

The conditions indicated by these charts may be summed up 
briefly in this way: 


1. While over the other sections of town, school population 
has increased about 40% in ten years, it has during the same 
period t the Center increased nearly 50%, and this increase 
has been absorbed within the present buildings. ; 
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2. The growth at the High School has been more, rapid than at 
either of the other buildings. 


3. The Stone School has twice within ten years (in 1914 and in 
1920) already been relieved by transferring pupils in con- 
siderable numbers to the Plimpton School. 


4. In spite of this the Stone School has now more pupils than 
at any time since 1913. 


5. The Plimpton School is so full that it cannot any longer serve 
as a relief for the Stone School. 


We have in the High School, 336 chairs and desks and 335 
pupils. To seat these pupils we are using the discontinued un- 
ventilated Manual Training room in the basement, with its white- 
washed walls, rough cement floor and inadequate lighting, as well 
as the room that was originally intended for a gymnasium. Our 
study hall at times must care for a hundred pupils, half of whom 
are obliged to do all their work, even to writing, while occupy- 
ing settees. This is a situation conducive neither to the best 
type of work, nor to the best conditions of conduct. That the 
work has been maintained at a high standard, and that good 
order has been maintained, reflects credit upon the attitude of 
the student body and to the control which the school faculty 
holds over it—certainly in no way to the physical accommoda- 
tions which we supply in that particular room, 


Moreover, we are sadly deficient in opportunities to teach - 


certain subjects because of this over-filling of the building. The 
room originally designed for Freehand Drawing has long since 
been given over to typewriting, and the teaching of drawing, has 
perforce been reduced to a mere smattering. Mechanical draw- 
ing, indeed, we have been obliged practically to discontinue. 
Physical training of any worthwhile nature disappears during 
inclement weather, because, now that the basement room has 
been taken for recitation work, the only place available to carry 
it on is the playground. Again, we have arrived at the point 
where there is sufficient demand for Physics and Chemistry so 
that they should be taught in the same year rather than in al- 
ternate years. Such is our lack of laboratory room, however, 
that the desired arrangement is highly impracticable. 


These subjects are of recognized value in the curriculum of any 
modern high school. They are subjects that we cannot well slight 
and still hold our place among the good schools of the state. 


At first glance 336 chairs and desks would seem sufficient to 
accommodate 335 pupils. It must be borne in mind, however, 
that in High school classes a certain percentage of seating wast- 
age must be expected. It is the rare exception for a class to fit 
a room exactly. Almost every class will be either too large or too 
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small to use the precise number of chairs that is provided in the 
room where it must meet. This ‘wastage,’ if we chose to call 
it such, may run as high as fifteen percent. 


Turning to the Stone School, we find at this time 320 seats and 
316 pupils exclusive of the kindergarten. Within five years this 
building has increased in ‘membership more than 25 percent. 
It is serving one of our most populous centers. Within fifteen 
months two extensive new building plots within the bounds of 
this school district have been opened and new homes are rapidly 
being erected. 


We are now in a situation where there can be no further re- 
lief by way of the Plimpton School. As a matter of fact, for two 
years now we have been reversing the process and relieving our 
fifth and sixth grades at the Plimpton by sending an overflow to 
the Stone. Every room of the Junior High School section is full 
and there is no prospect that it will be otherwise in the future. 
The building has had a steady and consistent growth in enroll- 
ment in spite of diverting from it all Fisher School pupils who 
enter the Junior High School. The State inspectors license the 
building for three hundred pupils. We are now running very 
slightly in excess of that number. 


As far back as 1910 Mr. Kingman, then Superintendent of 
Schools, wrote in his annual report:—‘‘hand-to-mouth methods 
are out of date. Piecemeal additions have been found to be ex- 
pensive. Good planning estimates from data at hand what the 
probable needs will be. When the new high school building was 
erected (1907) allowance was made for a ten year growth of the 
town at the normal rate of increase.”’ 


You will observe that the building not only has already been 
made to serve seven years longer than was intended, but has been 
required to do so through a period of the most abnormal growth 
that public school systems have ever known. It has certainly 
reached the days of a ‘‘hand-to-mouth” existence, in which only 
by stretching and squeezing at the expense of the pupils who 
attend it, can it be yade to approach modern requirements. 


It is inevitab e that the question of eliminating Norfolk pupils 
from the High School will be raised with an idea of saving capital 
expense on a new building. However, in our opinion such would 
not be the case. We have 50 Norfolk pupils at the High School 
at the present time. If our anticipation of 360 pupils next Sep- 
tember materializes, we shall have reduced our numbers simply 
to where they were a year ago by eliminating these 50, which 
does not remove the building problem from us at all. Three hund- 
red pupils is far more than the building was ever intended to 
accommodate. It must be further borne in mind that 50 pupils 
scattered through more than 50 classes do not materially effect 
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the number of teachers required, and so their elimination effects 
no saving there. Finally, we are receiving from the Town of 
Norfolk a sum of approximately $4,500.00 a year for tuition, 
which is a substantial sum to lose. 


None will deny the expediency of planning to provide for a 
considerable future. Whatever disagreement may arise will cen- 
ter about the immediate necessity, and about what the needs of 
the future may be. In determining these, one must draw his es- 
timates from what the past has been, and temper them with due 
reference to future tendencies. 


Briefly, if in the next ten years the number of pupils in the 
three schools under consideration increases in the same ratio 
as during the past ten years, we shall have at that time in those 
buildings 1,300 pupils. Given a continuance of the local indus- 
trial prosperity and home building, these figures may safely be 
considered a conservative minimum. 


At this writing we have in the Senior High School and the Plimp- 
ton Junior High 482 pupils. Figuring again on the same rate of 
increase that these schools have shown for ten years (about 50%) 
we may anticipate having enrolled in 1934 pupils numbering 
more than 700. 


More immediately, in 1925 we anticipate 360 pupils in the Senior 
High School and for twenty of them we have no accommoda- 
tions. 


It is my own feeling that the time has arrived for action, and 
chat whatever move is made should be extensive enough to pro- 
vide for the needs of the High School, the Plimpton School and the 
Stone School all at the same time. ‘‘Piece-meal additions have 
been found to be expensive.’’ With this in view I see as the most 
logical step, an addition to the High School building. 


Such an addition should be large enough and so planned that 
we could transfer to it all the Junior High School from the Plimp- 
ton building and house them for at least ten years. This sug- 
gestion is not new. It has been considered the logical way to 
develop our Junior High School since its coriception in Walpole. 
Speaking of that problem, Mr. Kingman said in 1911, “As the 
work of the seventh and eighth grades under this new concep- 
- tion is so different from that of the lower grades, so should the 
environment and administration be radically changed. With 
us, the practical way of making a change would be to place these 
two upper grades (the seventh and eighth) in the High School build- 
ing.’’ There is added now to the theoretical desirability the ac- 
tual physical necessity. There appears to be no other remedy 
that treats all our ills at once. 


This step taken we would then have cleared the way for a con- 
siderable relief at the Stone School by diverting school transport- 
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ation routes to the Plimpton, and by redrawing the district lines. 
At the present time a very slight change in this respect would 
send to the Plimpton School about fifty pupils now attending 
the Stone. This .might be made permanent, for the Plimpton 
could well take care of this number and many more, with the 
Junior High out of the way. On the whole, the suggested plan 
ought to care for the High School for not less than ten years, for 
the Stone for five years in the ordinary course, and for the Plimp- 
ton indefinitely depending upon the development of what is at 
present practically an undeveloped tract east and south of the 
school. 


An examination of present day buildings and the opinion of 
those cognizant with modern high school necessities indicates 
that all of the following features should be included in our build- 
ing scheme. 


1. Class rooms sufficient for about 725 pupils to sit at desks, 
(probably twelve more than at present; total 20 as a mini- 
mum). 


2. Gymnasium, with shower baths, store rooms, and adminis- 
trative rooms, all common to both Junior and Senior High 
schools. 


3. Auditorium to seat 500 people, with stage, ante-rooms and 
picture machine booth, common to both schools. 


Domestic Science Laboratory, common to both schools. 


Complete lunch room, common to both schools.

6. Sewing room, common to both schools. 
7. Manual training room, common to both schools. 
8. Laboratory for Physics. 
9. Laboratory for Biology and General Science. 
10. Chemical Laboratory as at present, but better equipped. 
11. Typewriting room as at present but larger. 
12. Bookkeeping room properly equipped. 
13. Library adjacent to study room, with necessary work room. 
14, Nurse’s room. 3 
15. Rooms for Mechanical and Freehand Drawing. 
16. Housekeeping suite is desirable. | 


It is hardly safe to estimate what costs would be on a project 
of this kind. It is wiser, perhaps, to quote costs on projects re- 
cently completed in the State, as obtained from the State Board 
af Education. 
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At Palmer—18 room building—pupil capacity, 400—cost $210,000, 
- including gymnasium and auditorium, 


At Agawam—18 room building— pupil capacity, 700— cost $280, Oy 
including gymnasium and auditorium. 


At Shrewsbury—12 room building—pupil capacity 400,—cost 
$150,000, no separate gymnasium. 


At Everett—45 room building—pupil capacity, 1500—cost, $750,000 
including gymnasium and auditorium. 


At Brookline—an addition for 235 pupils—cost, $176,385. 


At Wakefield—40 room  building—pupil capacity, 850—cost, 
$450,000. 


At Stoughton—18 room building—pupil capacity, 350—cost, 
$150,000. 


At Gloucester—18 room building—pupil capacity, 400—cost, 
$249,000. 


I have laid the facts of this general situation before you as I 
see them, after a thorough examination of the case with the prin- 
cipals of the buildings concerned. Figures and estimates of needs 
have been checked with the State Department of Education 
to insure accuracy. Whether or not the recommendations em- 
bodied are accepted, I earnestly hope that this report may have 
your serious consideration and that the town will be asked to 
institute some means, at least, of affording relief within the coming 
year. 


Admission to the First Crade and Kindergarten 


The present rule of your Committee regarding the admission 
of children to the kindergarten or first grade reads: 


“Any child four years and a half or over on October first may 
be admitted into the kindergarten and any child five years and a 
half or over on October first may be admitted into the first grade, 
but in every case the admission of a child under six shall be de- 
pendent upon the fitness of the child to profit by the work of the 
school, such fitness to be determined by the superintendent. Pu- 
pils under seven years of age who have not previously attended 
school shall not be permitted to enter later than thirty days after 
the opening of school in September.”’ 


Not infrequently there have been requests that this rule should 
be suspended, for the purpose of allowing the admission of some 
individual child, ordinarily not eligible for admission. Such re- 
quests have always brought with them the dilemma as to what 
would be fair and impartial action. 
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The rule as it exists is not an unusual one. Practically every 
community has been obliged to establish some such limit to the 
admission age. Within the past five years, however, scientific 
research in the field of psychology has opened an avenue which 
may ultimately entirely change the basis upon which schools 
are to receive pupils. 


It has, of course, long been evident that individual mental 
differences are existant in pupils of exactly the same age; and that 
certain children are capable of the mental achievements beyond 
those of other average children of their own age. It has been a 
comparatively recent development however, that has provided 
us with the tools for measuring these differences. Through co- 
operation with such organizations as the Psycho-Educational 
Clinic of the Graduate School of Education at Harvard Univer- 
sity, a school department may have applied to eligible children 
certain mental tests, the result of which will indicate with sufh- 
ciently reasonable accuracy the ability to do first grade work on 
the part of a child below the age we have prescribed for admis- 
sion. This service is rendered at a very nominal cost. The method 
of diagnosis has been tested to a degree that guarantees its relia- 
ability. In the town of Winchester, where the plan was first tried 
in this section, I am informed by the. superintendent of schools 
that “scholastically there is no question about the success of the 
plan. The pupils who have been admitted during the last four 
years, either to kindergarten or the first grade, have in all cases 
been promoted at the end of the year in each grade. ‘There is 
no question whatever in the minds of the teachers that these 
children have averaged up well with the older children. As far 
as the observation goes over a four year period there is no ap- 
preciable difference in the. succeeding years.’ 


I would recommend that we take steps at once to put this plan 
in operation in Walpole, next September. Here is an opportunity 
to remove what has seemed to many parents a very unsatisfactory 
rule— a rule with which we have all been dissatisfied, without 
being able to find a better one to substitute for it. Here is the 
opportunity to grant or deny permission for the admission to 
school of a child just short of the established school age squarely 
upon mental capacity, the only factor by which we judge him 
after he has been admitted. 


Manual Training 


Attendant upon a growth in school population is a correspond- 
ing growth in the so-called special subjects. This has reached 
a point in the Manual Training Department where one man finds 
it impossible to do the work that should be done. A factor fre- 
quently overlooked in considering the work of such departments 
is the extra work that must be done by an instructor outside of 
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school hours in caring for tools, stock and machinery. Yet this 
is an essential and important part of his duties. Moreover, there 
has been a gradual increase in number of classes, to such an ex- 
tent that to get them all in has required that our present instructor 
- should teach steadily every day in the week with scarcely time 
for lunch, and that he should put in more class room hours in ac- 
tual instruction than any other teacher in the school department. 


There is work enough for another man one day a week. For 
the proper development and maintenance of our standard of 
work and for the benefit of the pupils, we should provide this as- 
sistance. 


I would call your attention to the reports of the various heads 
and supervisors that accompany this report as giving informa- 
tion about their departments in detail. With these reports at 
hand it is unnecessary that I should review them further. 


Let me assure you of my thorough appreciation of the cordial 
support that you have extended to me throughout the year. While 
other factors may enter, the position of any school man may be 
either extremely pleasant or extremely unpleasant, depending 
upon his relation with his superior officers. My year has been 
consistently pleasant. :

REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


December 31, 1924. 
Mr. Frank L. Mansur, Superintendent of Schools, 
Walpole, Mass. 
My dear Mr. Mansur: 


It is my privilege to submit to you my second annual report 
as Principal of the High School. 


At the end of the first term of the current school year, that is 
on Dec. 23, 1924, the total enrollment of the High School was 
as follows:

This is an increase of twenty-three over the membership of 
Dec. 21, 1923. A class of fifty-six was graduated in June, 1924— 
twenty-seven boys and twenty-nine girls. Of this number seven 
of the boys are attending college, one girl is in Normal School, 
seven boys and three girls are attending special schools of higher 
erade, or eighteen in all. Others are planning to continue their 
higher education next fall. It is gratifying to note that a large 
per cent. of our graduates continue their studies in higher in- 
stitutions of learning and are successful. Furthermore, the gradu- 
ates from the commercial course are doing equally well in busi- 
ness offices, and the school can and does take a just pride in their 
good work. 


Ninety-six per cent. of the pupils who were in school on Sep- 
tember 28, 1923 remained until the end of the school year. This 
would seem to indicate that subjects taught and the cultural 
value of a high school education are proving attractive to the boys 
and girls of Walpole. 


There are fifty-nine distinct classes in the High School. Of 
this number fourteen contain over thirty pupils, while twenty- 
nine contain between twenty and thirty pupils. We are using 
every available room for both home and class rooms. In some 
classes we are using stools, chairs, and even window sills and 
teachers chair in order to provide all with a place to sit. So far 
we have been able to provide study rooms not being used at the 
time for recitations. 


Ten teachers’ meetings were held during the year. 


We have re-established the Athletic Association. Member- 
ship is open to all members of the school who purchase the W. 
H. S. A. A. pins and meetings are held regularly in school hours 
on the second Wednesday of each month. Under the leader- 
ship of student officers, the athletics of the school are being well 
eared for. The decisions of coach and principal are, of course, 
final in all matters pertaining to athletics. After careful con- 
sideration, we decided that to be eligible to play on a school team, 
a pupil must be passing in all subjects and be carrying a nor- 
mal year’s work. At first, it seemed rather severe, but the suc- 
cess of our teams would indicate that no hardship has occurred 
and on the other hand, scholarship has plainly improved.

Of the student organizations, the Glee Clubs (now meeting in 
school time) the Epsilon Pi Epsilon Society (Honorary Society), 
the Camera Club and the Student Council have continued to 
function. Provision is made in the schedule for club meetings 
once a month. The assemblies come regularly on Wednesdays 
and consist of talks by outside speakers, motion pictures, stere- 
optican slides, plays by pupils, talks by the principal, observances 
of special days and the like. We hope there can be developed an 
interest in debating and public speaking. 


Through the co-operation of the town librarian, Miss Annable, 
‘instruction in the use of books, catalogues, and references will 
be given to all pupils of the High School in January. Each Eng- 
lish class will make four visits to the Public Library. Our school 
library, though very limited, is a busy place. We are fortunate 
this year in being able to put in charge of it one of our senior girls 
who has had special library training. 


There are four new teachers at the school this year. I have 
nothing but praise for the manner in which they have assumed 
their duties both in and out of class. 


Class organization. and activities have been carried on in much 
the same manner as last year. Elections were held in October 
at which the Australian ballot system was used. Each class meets 
regularly once a month on Friday morning. The Freshman and 
Sophomore classes have of their own volition elected ‘‘class chap- 
lains’’ whose duty it is to conduct the devotional exercises which 
are usually an integral part of our assemblies and meetings. 


Our altruism found expression this year in contributions to 
the Junior Red Cross, the purchase of one thousand three hun- 
dred and sixty-five Red Cross Christmas Seals, and gifts to the 
Lend-a-Hand Society at Christmas time. 


On November 20, 1924, about sixty parents attended an in- 
formal gathering at the High School, at which time they met 
the teachers and talked over the work of their sons and daughters. 
I think everyone enjoyed the evening. I know that the teachers 
and myself would appreciate more personal conferences with 
parents. 


A few changes in the curriculum have been made. Civics and 
General Science have been made half-courses and are required 
of all Freshmen. Economics, a senior subject, has been made a 
half-course, and a new half-course on “Problems of Democracy” 
will be given the second semester. - Manual Training and Do- 
mestic Science are now given to the Freshmen in the General 
Course two consecutive periods four days a week. When phy- 
sical training work cannot be continued out-of-doors classes meet, 
when a room is available, for instruction in health-habits, phy- 
siology, and hygiene. 
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Instead of attempting to publish a school paper, a board of 
editors and reporters has been selected which is responsible for 
“The Hill Top News” column appearing in the “Times”? each 
week, This courtesy of the ‘Times’ enables us to tell the towns- 
people what we are doing and at the same time provides for valu- 
able experiences for the pupils concerned with its publication. 


Concerning the High School building itself and our lack of 
equipment, I can only endorse heartily your recommendations 
as published in a recent issue of the “Walpole eudes,) +. Late 
town endorses the plan therein outlined, it is my firm belief that 
our equipment and location would be unsurpassed. 


We have reason to be proud of our High School. Only through 
the active and continued interest in ‘its progress and well-being 
on the pari of all, both within and without the system, can our 
standards, actual as well as ideal, be attained.

REPORT OF SCHOOL DENTIST

My dear Mr. Mansur :— 


A review of the work at the Dental Clinic during the past year 
shows most satisfactory and encouraging progress. The dental 
treatment is exerting a decidely good influence in that it is re- 
sulting in an improved condition of the children’s mouths; it 
has also brought about an intelligent understanding of the im- 
portance of the correct care of the mouth. Another gratifying 
result is that the children have begun to realize the great im- 
portance of proper nutrition and general good health habits. 


I have been able to treat a larger number of patients this year 
because the improved condition of the children’s mouths makes 
less work necessary on each patient. 


The following are the number of operations from February, 
1921 to December, 1924: 


21,568 number of fillings, extractions, etc. 
4,940 number of prophylaxes 


96,508 Total number of operations 
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Another noticeable improvement is the change in the pupils’ 
attitude towards the Dental Clinic—understanding co-opera- 
tion has taken place of fear. 


These accomplishments are made possible because of Mrs. 
Francis W. Bird’s generosity and sincere interest in the welfare 
of the school children.

I herewith submit for your approval my annual report of the 
work in drawing for the year nineteen hundred and twenty-four. 


The same general program of work has been carried on in the 
high school and in the grades as was followed last year, with 
a few changes thought advisable. In the lower grades we take 
up the study of color, still-life, poster work, illustration, design 
and lettering. This work continues in the upper grades with a 
more definite knowledge of the subprinciples which are necessary 
in that the pupil may learn to express his own ideas more clear- 
ly and intelligently and to appreciate the beauty in things he 
sees about him in nature, art and everyday life. 


I was pleased to note the fact that more pupils in the High 
School elected drawing this year than last year. I hope this may 
continue for it shows that the students are interested in this work. 
It is my sincere wish that a schedule might be arranged so that 
all those desiring to take the course could do so, and be given 
consecutive periods for the work. ; 


Art is of civic interest and a great many do not have the op- 
portunity again after leaving school to become familiar with the 
_ subject, and therefore it is necessary to make it an important 
study in the high school curriculum. 


. We have taken up problems in color, poster work, nature study 
and design using whenever possible historic ornament as a basis 
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for our ideas. The results have been satisfactory considering 
the limited and broken time which the pupils are allowed to give 
to the study. It is my desire to give some time each week to a 
course in Appreciation and History of Art in the coming year, 
if time allows. 


The hearty co-operation of the teachers has been exceeding- 
ly helpful and the results show a sincerity of effort by these teachers 
which is gratifying. 


At this time I wish to express my appreciation to the School 
Committee, the Superintendent and the teachers for their spirit 
of co-operation and helpfulness.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF PHYSICAL TRAINING

I herewith submit my annual report as Supervisor of Phy- 
sical Education in the Walpole public schools. 


This year the work has been carried on much as in the past. 
In the spring and fall, attention was almost entirely centered 
on outdoor work. One recess period of every day was devoted 
to playing large group games under the supervision of the teachers. 


From the first of December to the last of April, the work was 
carried on in the class room in the form of hygienic and correc- 
tive exercises and games. Corrective gymnasitics were given to 
the children outside the class room, individually, in necessary 
cases. Once a month, a posture test was given‘and in almost every 
grade a marked improvement was noted. 


In the spring a track meet was held for the Junior High and 
Sixth Grades at Bird School. ‘There were also many inter-grade 
games of base-ball for the boys and bat-ball for the girls. 


In the fall and spring the high school girls meet regularly for 
hockey and base-ball. This year the hockey team had a very 
successful season. It is gratifying to note the improvement in 
the girls’ sports and very regrettable that they must necessarily 
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be so limited. During the winter months picked leaders directed 
three minute drills in the class rooms. This is not particularly 
satisfying. There is a desperate need of some place where gym 
classes could be held for the girls of high school age.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC

Dear Sir:— 


One of the most important phases of the music work in Wal- 
pole schools this year has been the introduction of class instruc- 
tion in the various instruments of the orchestra. 


The amazingly rapid development of instrumental training 
in the public schools of our country represents, perhaps, the most 
significant phase in the evolution of school music during the last 
decade. Hardly practised a few years ago, it is gradually taking 
its proper place in the general scheme of school music and to-day 
practically every progressive school system includes in its cur- 
riculum some form of instrumental training. Classes have been 
organized at the Plimpton Junior High and High Schools. The 
instruction is being given by two thoroughly trained teachers and 
musicians and the results being accomplished are quite remark- 
able. 


There are classes for violin, clarinet and cornet and within 
a very short time these will be augmented by other instruments. 
It is intended to carry this work into the elementary grades. In 
this way it is hoped to solve the problem of lack of instrumentalists 
in our schools and to make it possible to maintain school orches- 
tras as permanent organizations. 


The instruction that the pupils in the instrumental classes 
are receiving is correlated with the technical training of the ele- 
mentary grades and the importance of that branch of the music 
work is brought out most effectively. This year great stress is 
being placed upon’ individual sight reading, ear training and tone 
quality. 

The High School work included a large chorus of 250 voices 
and Glee Clubs. The interest of the pupils is very satisfactory 
and explains why Walpole High School is called a “singing school.’’ 
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Several pupils are taking advantage of the school credit for 
outside Music Study which enables those who are seriously under- 
taking the work to receive reguiar credit toward graduation af- 
ter having been carefully graded, examined and certified at the 
end of the school year by an examiner of high standing selected 
by the school authorities.

REPORT OF DOMESTIC SCIENCE SUPERVISOR

Dear Sir :— 


I hereby submit my annual report as teacher of domestic science 
in the Walpole public schools. 


The course in sewing for the girls starts in the fifth grade. There 
the seven fundamental stitches and simplest seams are taught 
applying them to simple but useful articles. The work in the 
sixth grade and the first half year of the seventh grade is given 
over to continued practice of the hand sewing, applying it to more 
difficult problems. In the eighth grade we learn to use sewing 
machines, patterns and the fitting of garments. 


Throughout all the grades patching, darning, and textiles are 
practiced and studied. 


A cooking course of one and one-half years is given the girls 
before they enter High School. In that time the value of food 
materials is studied. We teach the girls how to buy, prepare, 
and to serve foods attractively, economically and scientifically. 


The High School offers to the girls in its general course eight 
periods a week for Household Arts. We study canning, cook- 
ing of foods, menu making factors, household administration 
and dressmaking. 


The hot lunches are still being served at the Plimpton School. 
The Lunch counter continues to be self supporting. Its popu- 
larity is shown by a daily average increase of sixty-five over last 
year’s figures. :

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REPORT OF DOMESTIC SCIENCE TEACHER— 
BIRD SCHOOL

My dear Mr. Mansur :— 


I wish to submit my report for the Domestic Science Course 
at the Bird School. 


Sewing is started in the fifth grade. The fundamentals are 
taught beginning with the various stitches and ending with com- 
plete garments viz., a sewing bag, an apron, underwear and dresses. 


The use of the sewing machine is thoroughly taught. The 
seventh grade girls make their cooking outfit the first half of the 
school year and the last is devoted to cooking. The outfit consists 
of an apron, towel, holder and cap. Patching, darning and mend- 
ing, also buttonhole making receive attention. Fancy trimming 
stitches are taught, the girls drawing their designs and applying 
them in a practical way. 


The Christmas work consists of making a fancy apron for their 
mother which is useful as well as pretty. 


Cooking is taught the latter half of the year to the seventh 
grade girls. The lessons are on a meal basis. A study of food 
value and food principles is taken in conjunction with the prac- 
tical work. The girls are taught to set a table and serve a meal. 
This work is put into practice by cooking and serving the meal 
at the end of each course. 


A Mother’s Reception is held once a year. ‘The girls give a 
demonstration in the work and serve the food they have pre- 
pared. The mothers as well as the pupils enjoy these afternoons. 


A hot lunch is served twice a week to the scholars who are com- 
pelled to take a cold lunch most of the time.

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REPORT OF MANUAL TRAINING SUPERVISOR

Dear Sir :— 


I herewith submit my annual report as Instructor of Manual 
Training in the Walpole Schools. 


In my last report I mentioned the need of additional room 
and instruction in order to keep up the standard of work. The 
condition has grown to be much worse this year and should be 
corrected at once if possible. 


The High School class in Manual Training is now receiving 
instruction six periods a week in place of ten periods, and Me- 
chanical Drawing has been dropped entirely. Mechanical Draw- 
ing should be in every modern high school and the lack of it in 
our school has been badly felt by those preparing for further tech- 
nical training. In the Bird School a large sixth grade had to be 
divided and each half receives instruction for a very short period 
only once in two weeks. 


With my overcrowded program there is left but a very mini- 
mum amount of time for maintenance, repairs etc. of the two 
shops. I hope these conditions can be remedied this present year.

REPORT OF SCHOOL PHYSICIAN 


Mr. F. L. Mansur, Superintendent of Schools, 
Walpole, Massachusetts. © 
Dear Sir: 


Enclosed is a brief report of my services and observations as 
school physician to the High, Plimpton, Boyden and Fisher Schools. 
Routine examinations have been made as in previous years, and 
in case of the High, are not quite completed. 


I note with much satisfaction in the lower grades the continued 
benefits which have resulted from athletic training, health and 
dental work. It is pleasing to have our town a pioneer in these 
lines; it is well to continue to enlarge whenever and wherever 
possible. 
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It should be possible to continue in-door athletics in the High 
School, but lack of room at present prevents. Postural defects 
seem to be the most frequent of malformations due to student 
life, even exceeding the once omnipresent ‘“‘tonsils and adenoids,”’ 
which are now being gradually disposed of, due to early operation. 
The postual defects could be easily remedied by a little home 
attention, taking a few minutes of exercise daily in developing 
the opposite sets of muscles which counteract those given rise 
to the deformities. |The schools are doing what they can with 
the facilities at their command; it remains for the home to do 
its part. 


The Schick Test and preventive treatment for diphtheria has 
been carried out on those whose parents desired it, and judging 
from the number treated it is proving popular. 


It is probable that within a brief period the so-called “Dick 
Test’’ and toxin for the prevention of scarlet fever may be avail- 
able for those desiring it. There remains, however, some final 
work and completion of detail before it is considered desirable 
to introduce it into the public schools.

Mother Craft Class 


During the winter, a course in Mother Craft was given to the 
eighth grade pupils at the Bird School and certificates awarded 
to twenty-two pupils. Time would not allow giving this course 
to pupils at the Plimpton School as planned. This course might 
be given in less time, as several chapters are included in the regu- 
lar academic work; it also would be desirable to supplement this 
with a more advanced course which covers the ground more thor- 
oughly. Until this can be accomplished the present course will 
undoubtedly answer all purposes. 


Stone and Fisher Schools are still supplied with milk from the 
Norfolk County Agricultural School. Plimpton and Bird Schools 
have been added to the list, and I hope soon to have the entire 
Bird School supplied. ‘The service from the Norfolk County Ag- 
ricultural School has been most satisfactory, and we are able 
to get ‘‘safe and clean” milk at five cents a half pint bottle. 


Weighing and measuring has been continued monthly, this 
carried on by the teachers. Weighing and measuring has been 
followed twice a year, standards recorded and reported to parents. 
We are now using the revised Woo-Baldwin weight chart giving 
a child better chance, not placing the standard too high. The 
percentage of children 10% underweight in the grammar schools 
would be. considered fairly normal. This might be attributed to the 
splendid work accomplished in our Dental Clinic, also the work 
of Miss Maguire, Dental Hygienist. 
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The percentage at High School is rather high, especially notice- 
able among the girls. This may be due to lack of health train- 
ing in High School. 


There are many children who must bring a cold lunch daily. 
It would be desirable where this is necessary, especially at Stone 
and Bird Schools to serve a hot drink daily, also perhaps we might 
improve the method of eating noon day lunch, in all our schools. 


I look back on the past year with a great deal of pleasure. The 
school spirit, loyalty of teachers, parents and community in general 
has been splendid.

REPORT OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS 


; The Water Board herewith submits its 30th annual report, 
it is also a final report, as far as concerns the present Board of 
Water Commissioners. ‘ 


At the annual March meeting in 1892, Melzar W. Allen, Charles 
Fales and David Grover, were chosen as a committee of three 
to look into and report on the advisability of the town’s estab- 
lishing and constructing a system of water works. This com- 
mittee brought in their report at the annual meeting in 1893. 
The report was laid on the table and the committee discharged, 
and a new committee, consisting of M. W. Allen, R. 8. Gray, 
John A. Way, C..H. Hartshorn, J. F. Freese, J. A. Robertson, 
Charles Fales, J. B. Rooney, and H. P. Plimpton, chosen and given 
an appropriation of $500.00 and instructed to apply to the Legis- 
lature for an act permitting the Town to issue bonds and con- 
struct a system of water works for fire and domestic purposes. 
The committee was also instructed to employ an engineer to make 
surveys, tests, estimates of cost, etc., and to report their doings 
in print. 


The necessary act was obtained from the Legislature, (ap- 
proved May 2nd, 1893). Test wells were driven and surveys 
made under the direction of E. W. Worthington, Jr., as engineer. 


The report giving plans, estimates, etc., was submitted to the 
voters at a meeting held July 6th, 1893. The recommendations 
of the committee were not adopted at that time, neither were 
the acts of the Legislature accepted by the necessary 24 vote. 
Several other meetings were held during the year, and it was 
not until at a meeting held November 12th, 1894, that the act 
was accepted by the necessary 24 vote. At a meeting held De- 
cember 20th, of that year, a board of Water Commissioners, con- 
sisting of A. N. Cram, T. M. Crowley and H. P. Plimpton were 
elected, and at an adjourned meeting held on the 27th, the Se- 
lectmen were authorized to borrow the sum of $2,500.00 to be 
used by the Water Commissioners in making further tests, sur- 
veys etc., and report, if possible, a plan that would be accept- 
able to the Town. 


The Commissioners at once proceeded to look about for a sup- 
ply of water of good quality sufficient for the use of the Town 
for at least 25 years. Test wells were driven near Cedar Swamp, 
Spring Brook, and at several other places, and no quantity of 
water being found, attention was then turned to the vicinity of 
‘Low Brook (so called) and wells driven on land of G. A. Plimp- 
ton, near Washington Street. Here seven wells were driven (40 
to 60 feet in depth) and good results obtained. Six of these wells 
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were pumped for six days and nights continually, and found to 
yield at the rate of 750,000 gallons per day, without showing in 
any way that the supply was liable to give out. After these tests 
the Commissioners felt justified in employing an engineer to make 
further surveys, estimates etc., and to report to the Town the 
advisability of securing this location for a water supply. The 
State Board of Health having reported favorably on the quan- 
tity and quality of the water that the location could supply, the 
matter was brought before the Town at a meeting held on May 
16th, 1895 and, adopted, the Commissioners being authorized 
to issue bonds up to $100,000 and to go ahead with the construc- 
tion of a complete system of water works. 


After careful consideration, Freeman C. Coffin of Boston, was 
engaged as construction engineer, to prepare all necessary plans, 
specifications, contracts, etc. 


The first actual work done was excavating at the pumping 
station, August 8th, 1895. The water was first pumped into the 
system, January 2, 1896, or 5 months later. The system, as com- 
pleted at that time, consisted of 40 driven wells, 2 stand pipes, 
pumping station with pumping machinery, house and barn for 
the Engineer, and 1514 miles of street mains, with the necessary 
gates and 109 hydrants. 


Up to December 31, 1896, 277 services had been connected, 
bringing in an income of about $3,000.00. 


$80,000 of the bond issue was sold for $103.95, and $20,000 
sold for $105.57. 


The actual cost of the works, not including interest, was 
$108, 209.36. 


From this time on, the growth of the system has been con- 
tinuous, more or less street main being laid each year, and more 
or less services connected. About the year 1905 a new steel stand 
pipe (40 x 45) was erected, and in 1908, a 12 inch line laid through 
Washington Street to East Walpole. 


In 1918 a capital expenditure of $150,000 was made, which 
practically doubled the capacity of the system, 61 21% inch wells 
were driven, and connected with a two-million gallon, power 
driven pump, a 16 inch force main laid through Washington 
Street to a new concrete standpipe 60 x 45 feet, with a capacity 
of 1,070,000 gallons. 


In 1923 a centrifugal pump of 3 million gallons capacity, driven 
by electric motor was installed, so that at the present time we 
have as pumping equipment, one three million, and one two mil- 
lion electric driven pumps, and one one million compound steam 
pump. 
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The total cost of the system to date, is over $450,000 while 
the total net cost to the Town has been less than $60,000. 


Since the year 1906 the department has paid not only its running 
expenses, but also its interest charges and bonds as they come 
due. 


With the exception of the years 1905 and 1906, during the 
controversy with the Massachusetts Chemical Co., over the rights 
of flowage, over our well system, which was fought to a finish, 
and finally decided in the town’s favor, the business of the Water 
Department has run very smoothly, and its management has 
been a great satisfaction to our Board. 


The past year has been much as many other years, some ex- 
tension of street mains, and rather more than the usual number 
of services put in. t 


The system as a whole is up to date, and as a going concern is 
in good physical and financial condition. 


The Commissioners, in retiring from the management of this 
very valuable asset of the Town, feel that as long as the depart- 
ment can be kept out of politics, its future is safe. 


The Commissioners wish to thank and commend Mr. Hart 
and his assistants for the very efficient manner in which the de- 
tials of the department have been handled the past year.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF WATER BOARD 


Walpole, Mass., December 31, 1924. 
To the Honorable Board of Water Commissioners, 
— Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report as Superintendent 
of Water Works for the Town of Walpole, Mass. The report con- 
tains the usual financial and operating tables of receipts, expendi- ~ 
tures and statistics for the year ending December 31, 1924. 
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I can report again that all accounts due the Water Depart- 
ment for 1924 have been collected and the books closed to De- 
cember 31, 1924, with no uncollected bills. 


The same co-operate working of departments has been main- 
tained again this year with water, street and moth departments 
combined as a Department of Public Works. 


The pumping station has been maintained as usual, the build- 
ings, machinery and.grounds having been regularly inspected and 
repaired as needed to preserve the highest point of efficiency. 


We have installed a Venturi meter at the station this year to 
measure the discharge from the pumps and also keep a permanent 
record which will be a great aid toward pumping efficiency as it 
_ will be possible to accurately measure and figure any drop in the 
efficiency of our pumping equipment and pert the same with- 
out delay. 


The wells and standpipes have all been maintained as usual 
and the cement standpipe has been shut off and thoroughly cleaned. 


I wish to thank the members of the Water Commission for the 
hearty support in these last four years and I hope that the future 
may bring as pleasant and helpful relations as has the past.
